I’ve done something I never dreamed I would 
do, something I’ve grumbled and blogged 
about. 

I learnt my lesson on “never say never in this 
country”, but as these innocuous sounding 
words slipped out of my lips, I too was in 
disbelief.

REVIEW OF NONJA PETERS BOOK: 
“A TOUCH OF DUTCH”. 



Those of us who enjoyed ’’The Dutch Down 
Under, 1606 - 2006”, will find themselves 
equally enthralled by its sequel: ”A Touch of 
Dutch: Maritime, Military, Migration and 
Mercantile Connections on the Western Third 
1616 - 2016”, both produced under the 
coordinating authorship of Dr Nonja Peters. 

It is a commendable sense of history that had 
the latter book come out at the end of that 
decade, in the same way as the first book 
opened it, which marks the years in the 17th 
century when the Dutch, partly by design, partly 
by accident, came upon the landmass of Terra 
Australis Incognita and renamed it: ” Nieuw 
Holland”, thus launching the Dutch Australian 
Story that these books help so magnificently to 
chronicle and celebrate. 

These two beautifully illustrated books 
commemorate two historical events - the 
landing of Willem Janszoon on present-day 
Cape York Peninsula in Queensland, in 1606, 
and that of Dirk Hartog on present-day Dirk 
Hartog Island, west of Shark Bay in WA, in 
1616 - that ought to be engraved on every 
Dutch Australian mind: Two world-shattering 
Maritime events in the first chapter of the Dutch 
Australian Story, a story so aptly captured in 
the subtitle of A Touch of Dutch, with reference 
to Western Australia. 

Additionally, the 36 chapters in the latter (and 
the 23 in the first book) are superb models for 
Dutch Australian Studies - of the kind we have 
been examining in the pages of the Courier in 
the last few issues - and exemplars of sound 
scholarship. 

As Timothy Garton Ash reminds us, we live in 


a connected world. It is constantly available to 
us on the internet and we can (and do) surf it 
around the castles, canals and costumes of the 
Netherlands, anytime we like. Moreover, more 
and more of us are free, and able, to physically 
visit the country of our youth, or of the youth of 
our parents or grandparents, by cruise ship or by 
jet, and we spend extended periods of time 
there. 

So why buy a book? The simple answer is - 
because a book is a companion, a friend, 
constantly available and always accessible, a 
tireless source of knowledge and pleasure that 
talks to us in our own voice. It is powered by 
nothing more complicated than a hand and an 
eye and it is entirely at our command. 
Furthermore, books such as these, in the 
experienced curatorial hands of Dr Peters, 
become a thing of beauty, a work of art and an 
excellent coffee table book, if you wish, as well 
as a treasure house of historical detective 
stories, spanning four centuries. 

The latest book is dedicated to Rupert Gerritsen, 
whom I had the great privilege of meeting in 
person only a short time before his untimely 
death. The dedication is a reminder to all Dutch 
Australians that those of us who have a 
contribution to make to the Dutch Australian 
Story, as Rupert did so magnificently and 
tirelessly, must not assume that the door of 
opportunity will remain open for ever, even if 
many of us have longevity in our genes (as one 
contributor notes). 

I speak as one approaching eighty years of age 
myself, as indeed many of us are now, who 
were teenagers in the early 1950s, child 
migrants of the Diaspora. Those who arrived as 
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ANSWA Newsletter 


children in the second great immigration wave 
of the 1960s are now retired or approaching 
retirement - a golden opportunity to put pen to 
paper! 

Thirty-four authors have contributed to the 
latest book and it is good to see so many 
“ordinary” Dutch men and women among the 
acknowledged experts in fields such as marine 
archaeology, forensic science, anthropology 
and the arts. It underscores the message the 
articles on Dutch Australian Studies in the 
Courier have been at pains to try to put: that 
all of us have a contribution to make, however 
humble, to the preservation of our history and 
heritage in this country - a history and a 
heritage stretching back 400 years, bettered 
only by Australia’s Aboriginal history and 
heritage. 

It is good also to see our Dutch history and 
heritage inscribed in our Dutch Australian 
Story via some wonderful reproductions of 
paintings many of us would have seen on our 
last trip to Holland in Het Rijksmuseum. 

It reminds me of Simon Schama’s: ’’The 
Embarrassment of Riches”, a book that tells 
the same proud story within an interpretation 
of our culture in ”De Gouden Eeuw”. It marks 
a welcome new trend in the literature. 

Both Schama’s book and A Touch of Dutch 
leave us with a renewed sense of the capacity 
of the Dutch to continue to make a 
contribution, from within Australia as proud 
Dutch-Australian citizens, and from without as 
world citizens, with an equally proud 
cosmopolitan tradition. The centuries-old NL- 
Australia Connection survives. 

This book should be in every Dutch Australian 
home where ancestry still lingers and where 
Dutch Australians reside who still feel 
“touched” by a living civilisation, or, 
occasionally, embraced more firmly by an 
event such as the Van Gogh Art Exhibition in 
the National Gallery of Victoria in Melbourne, 
in May and June this year.

As mentioned many times before, Dutch Community Radio has been on air for 
over 30 years on 95.3 FM in Perth, Western Australia. 

We broadcast our program in the Dutch language every Sunday from 2pm to 
3.30pm via 6EBA World Radio. With more than 300,000 people in Australia 
having a Dutch ancestry and over 10,000 Dutch-bom people in West Australia, our 
mission is to ensure that the connection with Dutch music for all these Dutchies in 
Australia, young and old, is maintained. 

So why is that connection so important? That excellent question was recently 
answered by another question via the ‘Nederlanders in Australie’ Facebook page. 
The question was: ’If you were given the opportunity to return to the Netherlands, what would you do? Go or 
stay, and why?’ In less than two hours, over 700 people with a Dutch background, replied with varied reactions. 
More than 65% were certain they would never like to actually live again in their place of birth, but they would 
love to go there for a visit, to see family and friends and see those places they used to go when they were a 
child. They feel too much has changed, while the Dutch climate is shocking and they will not be able to settle 
again. 

There are also people who stated they would go back like a shot. Interesting was the varied reasoning for this 
desire. Some young and still fairly new migrants want to go back due to not being able to find a suitable 
fulfilling job or not being able to get used to the Aussie way of life. There are also people who find it hard to 
make friends, as, no matter how hard they try, they are always seen as abrupt and rude. This, while they are 
trying to be as diplomatic as possible. Is this part of our Calvinistic upbringing? 

And then there is a small group of young families, who are having their first or second child. The pain of 
missing the support network of ‘Opa en Oma’ and other close relatives is very real and often underestimated. 
Remarkable is that more settled migrants recognised these phenomena and said that there are often little waves 
of homesickness, but it does wear off after a while. At least until someone mentions “Bitterballen’ or we hear 
‘Het Wilhelmus’. 

Remarkable is the group of baby boomers who are getting close to their retirement. They have the ‘Big Lotto 
Win Dream’. They would love to have the best of both worlds, six months in Australia and six months in the 
Netherlands. 

But one group we have not mentioned yet and that is of course those migrants who came here in the fifties with 
sometimes thousands on the large ships like the ‘Volendam’ the ‘Johan van Oldenbameveld’ and the 
’’Waterman”. These people came here with a specific goal; to build a good future for their Children and 
Grandchildren. Talking with many of these migrants I have learned that homesickness was not discussed, but 
pushed away. These Dutchies worked hard, took every opportunity that came on their way and made the biggest 
effort to fit in with the Australian way of life. They were seen as the Shadow Migrants and often they only 
spoke English to their offspring. Yet, they are so beautifully Dutch. 

This was a very brief evaluation on the reactions to the question: ‘What would you do, go or stay?’ It becomes 
very clear that there is something that connects us; let us call it the ‘Dutchness’. You can take a Dutchie out of 
the Netherlands, but you can never take the Netherlands out of a Dutchie. So please help the Dutch Community 
Radio to stay on air by becoming a financial donator as we depend on donations to be able to pay for our 
broadcasting fees.

Railroad Tracks. 

The U.S. Standard 
railroad gauge 
(distance between 
the rails) is 4 feet, 

8.5 inches. That's an 
exceedingly odd 
number. Why was that gauge used?

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The shopping City of Veenendaal 


Veenendaal is a Municipality and a City in the Province 
of Utrecht, which is right in the centre of the 
Netherlands. The Municipality recently reached a 
population of 70,322 and covers an area of 19.72 km 2 . 

History: 

Veenendaal was first mentioned as a Settlement in the 
1500’s. The name of the City: ’’Veenendaal”, means 
literally: ’’Peat Valley”. The original inhabitants of the 
Flag and Coat of Arms of Veenendaal. village were mainly Peat Cutters. They would have been 

doing the hard manual work of digging, cutting and 

stacking out the Peat and drying it. At the end of the 1700’s, most of the Peat banks were used up, and there 
was not enough Peat left to make it a profitable business. 

But Veenendaal also had heathlands and so the people turned to sheep farming as a way to earn a living 
and to feed their Families. The change to sheep farming brought about new jobs such as carting the wool 
and spinning and weaving it. They would also have supplemented their wages by growing whatever they 

could on the land, such as rye or potato’s. 

In the middle of the 1800’s the Village was hit by a very severe 
flood, caused by the breaching of a main Dike, that ruined 
crops and destroyed most stock animals. However, the local 
people soon picked themselves up again and restarted their lives. 
The wool and lambs were soon joined by the newer crop of 
growing tobacco leaves and this helped to bring in extra money 
and so allowed the population to increase. 

At the end of the 19th century, industrialization reached the Town 
and Tobacco and Textile Factories were built. Business was also 
assisted a great deal by the building of the railway through the 
Town. 

It is only since the middle of the 19th century, that Veenendaal 
became a place that fulfilled its full potential, and with it came the 
greatly increased number of inhabitants it has today. 

Getting To And Around Veenendaal: 

Its central position means, that it is easily reached by train from 
most parts of the whole country, by making connections through Utrecht and Amsterdam. 

Tourism in Veenendaal: 

There is a canoe and mountain bike rental business. You can paddle a canoe along the canal that runs from 
Wageningen to Leusden or along the river Linge. There are different places where you can be dropped off 
or picked up, so it should suit tourists with variable abilities. You can also cycle through the forest on the 
Utrecht Hill ridge. 

In 1997, Veenendaal was elected as the greenest City of Europe and in 2004 of the Netherlands. 

Like most Dutch cities, Veenendaal is well adapted to accommodate a high number of cyclists. A large 
network of bike paths make it convenient to cycle to various destinations, and within the Town, the bike is 
the most popular mean of transportation. In 2000, Veenendaal was chosen as ’’Fietsstad 2000” — the top 
Bike City in the Netherlands.

The ”Oude Kerk”, or Old Church, is a beautiful Church 
building from the 16th century. The building has been fully 
restored. You should make sure to look at the fascinating 
wooden roof. It is one of the best and oldest buildings in 
Veenendaal. 

Shopping: 

There are many small and quite interesting Shops in the 
Hoofdstraat and this is where the best Cafes can be found. 
There is a Shopping Center at one end called the ’’Scheepjeshof ’ and another one at 
the other end of the street called the ’’Corridor”. That is where you will find many 
of the larger stores that you will find in most Dutch Cities. 





Bernard van Kreelpoort: The picture above left is of a Mansion called the ’’Villa Rijkoompje” (Rich- 
Uncle). It was built more than 100 years ago by Bernard van Kreel, a former Town Architect. Over time the building 
dilapidated and the ground floor was completely gutted and it was changed into a restaurant/shops, which totally 
destroyed the character of the building as well as it’s historic value. Recently, a new Shopping Development made it 
necessary that the building would have to be demolished. But in a very clever move by the architect, the framework/ 
outline of the second story was saved by putting it on a one-story high metal base. This transformed it in a unique 
double Gateway. It connects the Hooftstraat of the old City Centre to the proposed New Shopping area (Middle 
picture). And on the left the same structure at night, beautifully lit up in a lilac hue. These twin ’’Poorts” are really 
nothing, just a structures without contents, but are uniquely different and add an atmosphere, loved not only by the 
Veenendaal people as well as the Tourists.
